Chapter 669 of the 2004 Acts of the Assembly amended 88 54.1-2957.4, 54.1-2957.5 and 54.1-
2957.6 changing the level of regulation for athletic trainers from mandatory certification to
licensure. The second enactment clause requires the Board of Medicine to promulgate
regulations to implement the provisions of this act to be effective within 280 days of its
enactment. Since the amendments adopted by the Board simply change the word “ certification”
to “licensure”’ throughout the regulation and do not revise any current requirements, the agency
is adopting under an exemption from provisions of the Administrative Process Act pursuant to 8
2.2-4006 A 4, which grants an exemption if the actionis: “Necessary to conform to changesin
Virginia statutory law or the appropriation act where no agency discretion isinvolved.”
